The 
poor Tvoman seemed heartbroken over 
the matter .and between her sobs said 
that she could imagine no cause for 
his rash action, as their domestic rela- 
tions had been always of the most 
pleasant kind, and that her husband 
had no troubles of his own that she 
was aware of. She said that her hus- 
band originally resided in Chillicothe. 
tut about twenty years ago they came 
to Newark, where they have 
made 


their home ever since; that during all 
that .time he had been engaged in ped- 
dling tinware about the country, with 
the exception of one winter when he 
acted as collector and canvasser for 
the Newark Telephone company. 
. Mrs. Palmer said that recently she 
had'gone to Columbus to keep house 
for her husband's brother, Mr. F. L.

Lawyer Startled Court by Saying the 


Prisoner Could Not be Killed by 


Hanging Process. 


Chicago, Oct. 10.—Because of a pe- 


culiar freak of nature, Robert Gardi- 
ner, 
a prisoner in the county jail, 


charged with the murder of Agnes 
Morrison, may escape the death pen- 
alty. When he was araigned in court 
his attorney, William Buckner, star- 
tled the court by turning to Assistant 
Attorney Harbour and saying: "This 
is a case where it will not do you any 
good to ask for the death penalty. 
They can't break the man's neck if 
they do try to hang him, and you may 
lose him altogether by hanging him 
and failing to oexecute the sentence 
in full." It appears that the prisoner 
is suffering from ossification of the 
vertebrae and tissues of the neck. Ac- 
cording to Professor Steffienson of 
Rush medical college, only five cases 
similar have ever come to the notice 
of the medical profession.

An accidental explosion of three 


kegs of blasting powder at the John, 
C. Artlreg coal mine on the Scofield 
farm, two miles south of Mt. Sterling 
and four miles north of Gratiot, 
at 


noon Monday, resulted in the death, 
of Charles Smith, aged 47, of Coal 
Dale, and of serious 
and 
probably 


fatal injuries to Lyman Chapin, aged 
35, and Fred Headley, both 
living 


near 
Gratiot. 
Smith 
succumbed. 


to his horrible burns at 3 oclock in 
the afternoon. 


The mine on the Scofield farm is 


operated by J. C. Ardrey, but is the 
property of Charles Smith of Mt Per- 
ry, of the same name but of no rela- 
tion to the dead victrm. Shortly before 
noon Monday Chapin was engaged in 
sharpening a mining pick in the shan- 
ty at the entrance to the coal mine. 
In his company was Smith and in the 
door of the shanty was young Head- 
ley. 


In this shanty is kept mining tools 


and the blasting powder used in the 
mine. 
One can of blasting 
powder 


was open, amounting to half a keg of 
the high esplosive. A spark from 
Chapin's pick, while he was sharpen- 
ing it, flew to this open can of powder. 
The explosion followed. 


Beside this open can of powder two 


others well filled were located near- 
by. The ignition of the smaller can 
caused the lighting of the two larger 
ones. 
The explosion was 
terrific. 


Headley, who stood in the doorway, 
was thrown many feet from the shan- 
ty by the force of the explosion. 


Smith was horribly burned and 


bruised. He never regained conscious- 
ness. Headley, with great presence of 
mind, jumped in a big mad puddle 
nearby, by this act putting out tha 
flames that were fast devouring big 
clothing and burning his flesh. 


The manager of the mine, John Ar- 


drey. heard the terrific explosion and 
was the first to arrive on the scene.

Cincinnati, 'O., Oct. 10.—Senator 


Foraker has cut out his engagement 
for a campaign speech at Philadelphia 
because he.does not care to become 
involved in the factional muddle there.

"The dispatch sent from New York 


to the effect that the administration is 
offended because I accepted an invita- 
tion to speak in Philadelphia is ridicu- 
lous throughout. Where I shall speak 
and what I shalPftay are questions that 
I answer for myself, and no one con- 
cedes my right to do so more thor- 
oughly than President Roosevelt. Nei- 
ther in accepting the invitation nor in 
cancelling the engagement did I have 
any thought of the administration one 
way or the other, and would not have 
been influenced thereby one iota if I 
had. I have not made any attack on 
the administration. I have supported 
the administration in all of its proposi- 
tions and policies, agreeing with it 
thoroughly, excepting the proposition 
to remedy-railroad evils by conferring 
the fate-making power on the inter- 
state commerce commission. I believe 
in remedying these evils, and that the 
administration is to be commended for 
calling attention to them and asking 
congress to legislate further, but I do 
not believe that the best way to do 
.this is to confer the power on the in- 
terstate commerce commission or any 
other government body. I think a bet- 
ter way could be found, and I have 
said so, and will continue to say so 
whenever occasion may seem to re- 
quire. The president was fully aware 
of my views on the subject before my 
Bellefontaine speech, and I am sure he 
was not surprised nor displeased be- 
cause of what I said then or have said 
at any other time on that subject. In 
fact, he said so to me when I saw him 
in Washington a few days ago"

in operation, and 


three more are now under construc- 
tion and will be ready for business 
nest fall. 


The $10.000.000 which this year's 


crop will bring will go directly to the 
farmers of the state, at the rate of $5 
per ton. The average profit to the far- 
mer for several years has been $35 
per acre on irrigated beets. This year 
alone, one company, the Great West- 
ern Sugar company, contracted for the 
cultivation of more than 50.000 acres 
of beets for the use of its six factor- 
ies and will pay out nearly $4,000,000 
to tne growers. Colorado now stands 
second among the states in the produc- 
tion of beet, sugar.

in its report 


states that these cases included 
both 


formal and informal 
complaints 
as 


instituted on its own motion and two 
cases submitted to the commisison by 
agreement of the parties for investiga- 
tions and determination of the ques- 
tions in dispute. The number of for- 
mal cases and investigations instituc- 
ed during the year was 62 involving di- 
rectly the rates and practices of 302 
railroads. Fifty-eight hearings 
have 


been held in different 
parts 
of the 


country. Besides disposing of a larg 
number of complaints through infor- 
mal investigation and deciding numer- 
ous questions arising in relation to the 
publication and observance of tariffs, 
the commisison has rendered during 
the year 27 decisions in reports and 
opinions upon contested cases or in- 
vestigations made by the Commission 
on its own motion.

Candidates are prohibit- 
ed from even entering a saloon for any 
purpose: all treating on their part or 
the part of any one Jn their behalf is 
barred, even to the giving of a cigar, 
and no effort is to be made to get out 
the vote of either party further than 
mere persuasian. No conveyances or 
runners are to be employed except in 
cases of known disability, physically, 
on the part of the voter. No swearing 
in votes, where names are not on the 
poll books, will be permitted.

place at C o'clock in the morning and 
will march to the polling places anri 
when all have voted they will return 
to the public square, but they nni.s' 
k<ei> together until the polls close in 
tlie evening.

NOW BEHIND BARS AT OMAHA 


"God Will Take Care of Me. He Takes 


Care of Everybody and Makes No 
Mistakes," Said the Kidnaper, Who 
Is Anxious to Get Back to an Honest 
Life—Crowds Gather to See Him. 


Omaha, Neb., Oct. 10. — When-Pat 


Crowe was brought here by detectives 
a crowd of 2,000 people was at the sta- 
tion to see him. The police opened an 
aisle from the platform of the train to 
a patrol wagon in the rear of the sta- 
tion, and Crowe, between two detec- 
tives, with a patrolman walking ahead 
and another behind, was marched to 
the wagon among the cheers of some 
and exclamations of others. The ex- 
traordinary precautions taken by the 
police department for landing Crowe 
safely behind the bars seemed hardly 
necessary, for he gave little heed to 
them and apparently had no wish ,to 
make his escape. 


A crowd followed the patrol to the 


station, where another crowd'gathered 
to witness the return of the prisoner! 
Precautions were again taken to pre- 
vent friends from reaching the pris- 
oner, and he was hurried into the cap- 
tain's office, where he was registered. 
Opposite his name was placed the 
charge of shooting with intent to kifl 
or -wound. 


Crowe was not inclined to talk of his 


past, and refused absolutely to speak 
of his alleged connection with the kid- 
naping of Eddie Cudahy. He declared 
that much had been published on his 
alleged doinss. confessions and other 
matters which was without fouadation. 
Among these he mentioned a confes- 
sion said to have been signed by him 
at Butte. implicating young Cudahy in 
a conspiracy with the kidnaping.
